Algeria / France - Ten years ago, in 2006, Radio Algerienne returned 
to short wave broadcasting.

WASHINGTON D.C., May 25, 2016 -- A Voice of America reporter was 
arrested and beaten by police in Angola while on assignment Tuesday, 
May 24. 


"I am outraged that VOA's journalist in Luanda was so viciously 
attacked simply for doing his job," VOA Director Amanda Bennett said. 


"Intimidation of VOA reporters will not be tolerated and it will not 
deter us from reporting the truth." 


Coque Mukuta, a contributing reporter for VOA's Portuguese to Africa 
Service, was in a Luanda market doing a story on police corruption, 
when he witnessed law enforcement officers intimidating merchants, and 
demanding bribes and goods. Several uniformed and plain clothes 
officers arrested Mukuta and confiscated his camera before he was able 
to photograph the scene. They placed him in the back of a police car 
and beat him. He again was assaulted by authorities at a local police 
station. An officer told Mukuta, "You have to be beaten, so VOA will 
not get its story." 


Mukuta was released after spending several hours in custody. He 
credits his release in part to intervention by the country's National 
Union of Journalists, whose secretary-general telephoned authorities 
and demanded that Mukuta be freed. Mukuta has filed a formal complaint 
with the provincial police. 


"The Broadcasting Board of Governors calls on Angolan authorities to 
stop immediately the attacks on journalists and hold accountable those 
responsible for this assault," BBG CEO and Director John Lansing said. 
"Violence against journalists is unacceptable, and this denial of 
basic human rights must come to an end."

For too long - 537 days -Khadija has been separated 
from her family and friends and prohibited from serving the 
Azerbaijani people with her investigative reporting. I welcome her 


release, and I hope that it is an indication that change is coming to 
Azerbaijan when it comes to press freedom. But more work remains to be 
done. 


"T call on the Azerbaijan authorities to lift her travel restrictions, 
and I urge that her release be accompanied by a relief from the 
harassment, surveillance and intimidation that she suffered prior to 
her detainment. 


"IT also call on Azerbaijani authorities to cease their investigations 
of Radio Free Europe/Radio Liberty's (RFE/RL) Baku bureau journalists 
and to immediately permit the news bureau, which was unjustly closed 
in December 2014, to reopen. These are all critical steps that must 
be taken if the Azerbaijan wishes to continue to move forward on 
ensuring press freedom."

EiBi, however, shows 
17730 at 0000 as Q,F, meaning either, or (and at the same time on 5040 
we do hear Kriyol). 


As for Quechua, it is probably significant that RHC website has no 
Quechua page (nor ever did?), while it recently added Italian, a 


language not (yet?) on SW. See the flags at upper right. Guarani was 
another native American language that expired from RHC without notice. 


RHC schedule has other gross errors, like English to *‘Chicago** at 
20-21 on 11670, as well as 19-20 on 15140, while in fact, 15140 
replaced 11670 and the move an hour earlier for DST happened a month 
before that (Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF RADIO 1827, DX LISTENING 
DIGEST)

Signals that jam only a specific signal on a frequency with a 
30-40dBu generated hum that can't be tracked to anywhere and is never 
more powerful than that despite always being atop the target signal 
(... these are getting on my last freaking nerve!!) but leave the 
other signals on a frequency alone. Other miscellaneous unidentifiable 
weirdness that makes me wonder if I'm actually even hearing what I 
think I'm hearing. 


Here's local 50 kW 810 Kaesong, North Korea a few moments after the 
TOH at 1100 Pyongyang time (1130 Korea time) Saturday morning. While 
the tower is 9 miles away, it can be seen in clear sight even with the 
smog (it's a skyscraper in itself) from the recording location. 
Despite this, the signal is still destroyed by some type of generated 
interference, perhaps the silent jammer that can be heard in the metro 
area 20 miles away. How the Kaesong signal can't overcome this in 
direct line of sight is just beyond me. They don't have the best audio 
(better than 1053, which sounds like a 10-year old was playing 
engineer), but there is no way this is their unhampered signal. 
Despite this, it's 65dBu -- a silent jammer or else Kaesong itself, I 


have no idea -- recorded at the North Korean customs checkpoint. 
Kaesong 810 beaglebass.com (via DeBock, ibid.) 


Was there a link to an audio clip there, Gary? I'd be pleased to hear 
the jammer if I could get past KGO, etc. Tnx (Nick Hall-Patch, BC, 
ibid.) 


OK, Nick, here is a link to Chris' recording of the signal from 810- 
Kaesong, North Korea (close across the inter-Korean border), as 
"modified" by a local South Korean jammer. My own impression is that 
the original programming was obnoxious enough to deter listeners, even 
without the jammer????

You really need to get in touch with Grupo Siete. And I've got another 
reason why.

Everything looks normal --- And then you get to the curiosity on the 
bottom right. "91.3 FM Villahermosa". At first it seems that we have a 
pirate on our hands with the blessing of Grupo Siete. (Oh yeah, and it 
was listed in the La Jefa and La /’nica maps for the past couple of 
years!) 


Media Vyasa, which is the source of that gem, runs the ad rates for 
stations across Mexico (it is actually a resource that I've forgotten 
about!). On page 119 (127 of the full PDF), 

http: //www.mediavyasa.mx/archivos/homepage/tarifario/mediavyasa94. pdf 


we see that our Grupo Siete mystery is on the list as "XHOB-FM". There 
is an XHOB, in San Luis Potosi 6 that's not what we need. The image 
underneath, however, is more revealing: "XHEOB-FM". 


There is an XHEOB, and wouldn't you know it, it's exactly what we're 
looking for. I don't know how it got to Villahermosa or Grupo Siete 
because it's listed as being in Pichucalco, Chiapas, owned by Radio 
N’cleo. But their player is silent. Pichucalco isn't even on Radio 
N’cleo's site now. 


As an AM-FM migrant, we have transmitter coordinates for XHEOB (17-37- 
34.9, -93-09.53.2). That site is 30 miles southwest of Villahermosa. 
Move-ins from Chiapas to Tabasco have happened before (XEREC/XHREC). 


The better question to ask is what happened with Radio N’cleo in 
Pichucalco?

A note on using Vyasa: It lists stations by their national sales 
representative. There are sales reps that don't own stations: Difusa, 
Firmesa, Corporadio, etc. However, the bigger groups do their own 
representation. 


It also is extremely liable to callsign errors, especially of the 
migration variety. For instance, it lists "XHME-FM" where it should 
have "XHMET-FM", it had the XHOB/XHEOB error, etc. The XH/XHE callsign 
error type is really common in this directory and you will need to 
know whether XHOH is in Ciudad Camargo or in Durango. The alphabetical 
list of FMs by callsign may look helpful, but it's riddled with these. 


Also, some of the station information, such as format names, may need 
to be cross-checked. For instance, the most recent edition lists XHCAA 
in Aguascalientes as "Life FM". That indeed was once its name, but it 
is now the only Stereorey station in Mexico (there was one in Celaya 
but it left the format recently). 


You can also try searching Vyasa's competitor, mpm.com.mx (Medios 
Publicitarios Mexicanos), but you'll want to use a Google site search 
as quite a bit of the site requires you to subscribe.

SAYONARA TO 250,000 WATTS 


While browsing the RPC today, I ran across a quintet of related 
technical authorizations I had never seen before --- in the AM band! 


Because it takes some time to get nighttime authorization 
(international coordination), stations will often be told they are 
"daytimers" when they move facilities. 


There is only one auth for XEW-AM [900], but it's important. XEW is 
going to 100,000 watts.

The new site is in Los Reyes Acaquilpan Edomex and appears to be a new 
build as it is not on Street View or satellite. No nighttime auth yet, 
but expect 100 kW from the same location. 


XEQ [940] cut its power in 2014 and 2015 
http://rpc.ift.org.mx/rpc/pdfs/080615-TECNICA-010329. pdf 

to 30 kW. It too, broadcasts from Los Reyes, but a different site 6 
shared with Grupo ACIR's XEL 1260.

from the new XEW site but is instead being put up near the Club 
AmErica facilities

AmErica, of course, is owned by Televisa!) 60,000 watts for XEX. 
(Raymie, May 22, ibid.) 


Well Raymie, I doubt that XEW has been running the 250k for many years 
now. That much power, in the 1970s when I started seriously DXing, 
would make XEW an easy catch every night here, about 1250 miles away. 
Nowadays it's a miracle to catch them at all. A Cuban Progreso 
dominates; I might be hearing a little English underneath, by one of 
the US stations that used to be daytimers, until FCC granted 
authorization to use flea power nights, on the "Mexican Clears,’ 
are 730/800/900/1050/1220/1570 kHz.

There were, and still are, two US stations that indeed run 50 k full 
time despite being on Mexican Clears (1050 NYC and 1220 Cleveland OH). 
Was able to bag the Cleveland station maybe 6 months ago in the flea 
power hash. Couldn't hear XEB either on 1220 unless, of course, I 
would go on the website's Listen Live deal. cd (Chris Dunne, Pembroke 
Pines FL, ibid.) 


Agree, none of the super-power Mexicans sound like anywhere near 
original output, notably 540 XEWA SLP, 1220 XEB. Nor even 990 XET, 
1050 XEG. Maybe: 1570 XERF (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Well, it may have been on lower power anyway, but XEW even shows up 
with 250 in the most recent IFT tables. It's more a sentimental 
farewell than anything else (Raymie, May 22, ibid.) 


Big news for viewers in rural Mexico: In rural areas, Azteca will put 
13 and 7 on the same transmitter, but only one will be in HD. In the 
auths that went along with Azteca's multiplexing requests (such as 
this one 

http: //apps.ift.org.mx/publicdata/P_IFT_090316_92.pdf 

), some of the stations are listed as carrying Azteca 13 with Azteca 
7. XHKD in Ciudad Valles is the only A7 repeater greenlighted for A13 
in that auth, and 15 other A13 repeaters were allowed to put on A7. 


Other auths included additional cases of 7/13 muxes, such as XHAFC in 
Hidalgo and XHCGJ in Chihuahua, and more stations to carry Proyecto 40 
in major cities. The idea is that in every city where Azteca has one 
transmitter, each station will be a 7+13 or 13+7 duplex. Good move for 
viewers, and for Azteca too (Raymie, May 23, ibid.) 


The new XEX site at Club AmErica seems to be the old XEW site. Google 
Earth shows a tower there, just north of an old building with a big 
"XEW" sign (though the concession would imply that they'll be 
replacing the tower with one 110m to the southeast, closer to the 
DivisiUn Del Norte. 


The new XEW site is new. This strikes me as a poor site for an AM 
broadcaster, as it is at the eastern edge of the metro area and packed 
in tightly, surrounded by concrete (like so much of MExico). The area 
also looks like it must be a "Nivel E" neighborhood and I'd be worried 
about metal theft. 


There is already a tall tower at the XEQ site, possibly already in use 
by XEL (1260). It's also surrounded by concrete and barbed wire, and 
very close to an electric rail line (I'm tempted to wonder if the 
canarry wires will induce a skyward field into the air.) (Robert 
Grant, ibid.) 


I think XEL *is*x there though I don't have a technical auth. I also 
found XEVOZ which had a technical auth to move to a facility elsewhere 
and drop its nighttime power to 900 watts (had been 10 kW). They moved 
from a site in Los Reyes toward Tlalnepantla (Raymie, ibid.) 


Speaking of AM, I've been looking for this list for a long time. 


The 2008 policy that set up the AM-FM migration provided that some 
stations would need to essentially become AM-FM combos if no other 
radio service was established to serve communities that could only 
receive the AM station 6 and that AM station alone. This would end if 
radio stations were established to fill the gaps in coverage.

The road to Cadena Tres is getting closer, and soccer gives us the 
next evidence of this. 


In the Liga MX, each team signs its own broadcasting contract with a 
broadcaster for its home games. This means that, for instance, a game 
at the Estadio Olimpico Universitario in Mexico City (Pumas) would be 
carried by Televisa, while Tijuana fans see their home games on TV 
Azteca (unless they live xinx Tijuana, because all teams must enforce 
local TV blackouts). A few daring clubs, like Pachuca, have shunned 
the duopoly by signing with cable outlets like Fox Sports, and Chivas 
is putting together its own TV and OTT service for next year (which is 
a big deal!). 


Broadcasters also are involved in the ownership of teams. Televisa 
owns Club AmErica and the Estadio Azteca, where they play. Azteca owns 
Monarcas Morelia and Atlas. Two years ago, Grupo Imagen bought 
QuerEtaro FC from government administration. This is a sound business 
decision because soccer rights are among the most important parts of 
Latin American broadcasters' sports rights portfolios. 


Now, the first teams to move to Cadena Tres have been unveiled. Of 

course, QuerEtaro will be leaving TV Azteca now that C3 will be on in 

August, in time for the 2016 Apertura tournament.

Two channels 
were in use, 6070 and 4940 kHz, though the tropical band channel gave 
the widest coverage. 


A few months later, the station stated that they were swamped with 
reception reports from all over the world, though mainly from 
Australia, New Zealand and North America. The transmitter was a 
Japanese NEC 10 kW unit and the antenna was beamed north west. 

Two years after its inauguration, the shortwave service came to an 
abrupt end when the antenna balun (BAL-un) failed. This service for 
the outer islands was never revived and gone was the possibility for 
distant listeners to hear this exotic radio station in the central

We conducted double-blind scientific tests 
that deterred the sweep tones, off-hook sounders, and related effects 
cut through the noise much better than tones or even Morse Code (CW). 


The tones are widely available online, and myself and others would 
always be happy to provide them. We can even edit custom test material 
including station identifications in Morse, voice ID?s, etc. with some 
notice.

The dismantling and removal of satellite dishes in Turkmenistan 
continues. That is not news; it's been happening in the capital, 
Ashgabat, and surrounding areas for years now. 


Many suspect the reason is the desire of the authorities to prevent 
the country's people from accessing outside information. 


Officially, the satellite dishes were considered pockmarks, eyesores 
in the great white marble city. 


But RFE/RL's Turkmen Service, known locally as Azatlyk, has learned 
that the campaign has picked up pace lately and been extended to areas 
far from Ashgabat, making it difficult to believe the removal of 
satellite dishes and antennas is anything other than an attempt to cut 


off Turkmenistan's people from contact with the outside world. 


In April, Azatlyk correspondent Amanmyrat Bugaev went to the northern 
city of Dashoguz, where authorities made some half-hearted efforts to 
get rid of satellite dishes a couple of years ago. Bugaev said a new 
order went out recently to remove satellite dishes. The reason was the 
same as in Ashgabat -- beautification of the city - and it is 
necessary in Dashoguz now, because that city was designated as the 
Commonwealth of Independent States' cultural capital for 2016. 


Bugaev said the same thing was happening in the cities of Mary, in the 
southern Mary Province, and in Turkmenabat, in the eastern Lebap 
Province. "It's going on in all major cities," the Azatlyk 
correspondent said. 


Bugaev also travelled to the western Balkan Province and said 
authorities were taking down satellite dishes in Balkanabat city. 
Bugaev said the removals were not confined to Balkanabat but extended 
to villages all around the city. 


"Employees of the municipality who are removing antennas don't give 
any reason," he said. "Local people confronted the municipality 
workers and were told the antennas are ruining the beauty of the city 
and people were given a few days to take them down or else the 
municipality would do it." 


In Ashgabat, some of those who lost their satellite dishes were 
offered the chance to subscribe to government cable packages. In some 
places there is a central antenna and people can connect to that. In 
both cases the selection of channels is limited. 


Azatlyk has already received complaints from listeners in the Ashgabat 
area that access to some programmes, including Azatlyk's, is 
impossible via government-owned antennas. Satellite connections have 
been one of the main means of receiving Azatlyk's broadcasts. 


People in smaller cities of Turkmenistan are apparently not being 
offered any options. They are simply losing their satellite television 
links and are now confined to receiving Turkmen state television, 
which even the president has on occasion described as lacking in 
entertainment. 


This latest wave of "beautification" does seem to show, however, that 
the intent of Turkmen authorities is, and always has been, to restrict 
the population to accessing information solely from state sources.

9330-, CUSB, May 20 at 0100, WBCQ is just signing off as usual now 
following Blalock the Blaster, voiced by Allan Weiner backed up by 
operatic music. Not remeasured now on the NRD-545 but a sesquihour 
earlier with WOR it was 9329.978 on the R-75. 


9330.33-AM, May 20 at 0107, as I tune back across WBCQ frequency which 
had signed off at 0100, here's Brother Scare, but not the off-to-lo 
side WBCQ CUSB transmitter used before 0100. This is S9+20 but 
undermodulated, in AM and a different offset on the hi side, so 
another station? No BS to compare on WWCR at this hour, missing from 
both 5890 and 9980; all WWRB frequencies are silent. 


Quickly check the three 7 MHz WRMI BS frequencies, and TOM there is 
completely not // 9330+: they have others speaking while 9330+ has BS 
himself. Finally check WBCQ 7489.93-AM, and it matches // same BS as 
on 9330+. 


I assume WBCQ is trying another transmitter, probably the one 
previously on 3250v. (5129.9-AM is also on now, this being a UT 
Friday, with separate programming, S9 + 10 undermodulated). 9330+ is 
still BSing at 0148 and sounds slightly louder. So is this a one-off, 
or what? 


9330.380v-AM, May 20 at 0547, the WBCQ test is still running, only S3 
and can't tell whether it’s still Brother Scare. 


9330.305-AM, May 20 at 1257, WBCQ test is xstill* (or again) running, 
S4 but just barely modulated: I can recognize AW’s voice with his 
promo for new program clients. An hour later at 1358 at first I think 
it’s off, but then detect the offset carrier in addition to a very 
weak one on 9330.0, possibly a ute. HFCC shows nothing but BCQ 
registered on 9330 for 24 hour availability. Aoki adds the Cuban spy 
numbers, but only between 0553 and 0748. Likewise EiBi, adding World 
of Radio on WBCQ at 0200-0230 daily --- which was never the case, just 
a projected plan, instead at 2330 daily except 2230 Saturdays! 


9330.09v-AM, May 20 at 1955, WBCQ IS & ID loop as if prior to sign-on, 
very poor on the R75 but at this hour stronger than 7490 which is a 
JBA carrier. 9330+ is presumably carrying programming simulcast with 
7490. The latter does sign on at this hour on Fridays, but I don't 
know whether 9330+ had been on all day with BS; I last tried for it at 
1358 when I could still detect it. By -v in this case, I mean I can 
hear the frequency varying slightly as I listen on BFO and try to 
measure it; that’s always the case with this unit. At 2003 I can 
recognize Copland’s ‘Fanfare for the Common Man’ which I think is a 
typical theme on ‘Financial Survival’, the precious-metals-pusher, 
that I would not ordinarily waste my time listening to. 


9330 // 7490, Friday May 20 at 2131, next time I check via the PL-880 
on the porch, no strain, both are amid typical “Behaviour Night’ 
music. I am wondering what will happen as we approach the 2330 
transmission on 9330v, which has been on the other CUSB transmitter. 


At 2321, WBCQ is still in AM on 9330.350. By 2327, it’s switched to 
the other transmitter, CUSB on the lo side of nominal, with usual The 
Planet IS & ID runup to another sign-on, and at 2330.0 WOR 1826 starts 
nominally. This good signal is still stronger than 7490 with other 
programming. At 2358 just before WOR ends, measured on the NRD-545 on 
9329.98 at S9+25, while 7490 is now S9+30. 


I want to hear what Allan has to say ‘Worldwide’ about the 9330 
tests(?), so I'm listening from the outset, now UT Saturday May 21 at 
0000. William Tell Overture theme starts on 7490 (and I think also on 
9330? but by 0002 it’s Blalock the blaster as scheduled), and AWWW 


also now 5129.9, which is very poor S7 in noise level and delayed by 
about 46 seconds. No signal detectable on 3250 or vicinity. 


A barbecue party is underway at WBCQ (B stands for barbecue, he says), 
and he’s interviewing various people starting with a mechanic who is 
not afraid to work on 100+ year old vehicles from Allan's collexion. 
At 0009 he says 5130, 3250 and 7490 are on right now and wants 
immediate reception reports (but still nothing here on 3250). 


9330.153v, by 0152 UT May 21, once again frequency has been switched 
back to the AM transmitter, and also back to Brother Scare, // 
7489.945-AM, while 5129.91 is in other programming, seems a drama. 
Still no 3250 audible. 


9329.44 variable, May 21 at 1233, further chex of the WBCQ AM 
transmitter which has been running long hours here. It varies as I 
listen and over period of a few minutes. First measurement is on 
9329.441, then 9329.432, lowest yet. OM monolog in English, hard to 
copy, but mentions economy and town halls; may or may not have 
religious angle, but at least political. Is not TOM, not // numerous 
WRMI frequencies. Deep fading from S8 to S3. 


At 1252 another measurement, as it's weakened a lot to ~S2, 9329.545. 
1300 mentions Monticello, but unsounds like a standard canned ID. I 
wonder if this audio is coming from their AM or FM station? At 1359 
it’s JBA around 9329.66. 


No surprise that the WBCQ website still says nothing at all about the 
additional transmitter/transmissions on 9330v: 
http: //schedule.wbcq.com/main. php? fn=sked&freq=9330 


9330vvv, WBCQ tests(?) of the alternate weak AM transmitter here 
continue during most of the day & night when nothing is scheduled on 
the much stronger CUSB transmitter. Sunday May 22 at 1210, S2-S3 with 
C&W music, and unreadable quick announcement; 1221 tentative ID as 
WHVW, and Dixieland music; 1229 classic country; finally at 1236, 
clear *‘This is the heart and soul of American music, WHVW'°. 


WHVW is 950 in Hyde Park NY, run by J. P. **Pirate Joe’*, Ferraro, who 
also has his own shows on WBCQ 7490v, a longtime accomplice of Allan 
Weiner; and WHVW programming has been used before as filler on WBCQ. 
J. P. often serves as a more liberal counterfoil to the increasingly 
conservative A. W.

altho the page is titled even older at December 2012, showing Sundays 
at 10-15 UT is/was “Murray the Machine’ also the default program for

It’s getting weaker and weaker into the dayside, and recheck at 1500 
can't detect it vs local noise level; nor can detect it at 1610, but 
could still be on, totally absorbed. AFAIK, no one else has reported 
these extended 9330-AM broadcasts from WBCQ/WHVW, not even on 
HFUnderground. 


9330v-AM, UT Monday May 23 at 0104, WBCQ alternate transmitter test 
which has been running a few days is off; did not come back following 
the CUSB broadcast at 2330-0100. Further, not heard around 0530 or 
1230 --- the latter time when it had been audible on May 21, and with 
WHVW relay May 22. I suspect it’s the same transmitter which had also 
tested on 3250v, and was never heard when 9330v-AM was on, but even if 
on in evening, may not have penetrated the heavy storm noise level

WWRB now on 15240 kHz --- New "Mid East Beam" Strong here in San Diego 
at 1600 UT (Bob LaRose, 1609 UT Sat May 21, dxldyg via WORLD OF RADIO 
1827, DX LISTENING DIGEST)

9370, May 21 at 1500, since I have UTwente running for WOR 
check on 7265 until this hour, now I try 9370 for WWRB which allegedly 
starts its African service at 1500 Saturdays, and what do I hear? 
Nothing but weak Burmese, i.e. IBB via Tinang at 1430-1630. 


Then tnx to a tip from Bob LaRose, San Diego, to the DXLDyg, WWRB is 
on a brand new frequency! 15240, *‘‘new Mideast beam, strong at 1600°°. 


I tune in at 1628, to hear the conclusion of a gospel huxter in 
English citing Psalms; at first only a poor signal, much weaker than 
neighbor 15825 WWCR which sounds like a sporadic-E boost. 1630 hymn 
““Wonderful Words of Life’* as theme for ‘‘Word of Life Broadcast’ ° 
with address Jim Rolen, P O Box 891, Tullahoma TN 37388, and visit 
http://www. bbctullahoma.com (BBC?? That's Bethel Baptist Church!) 
His radio page only shows this about SW: 


“*WWRB Short Wave .. 1:30 AM & 4:00 PM (ct) Sunday 
New Life Radio ..... Uganda, East Africa (twice weekly)*° 


1632, canned YL ID for WWRB, 1633 Dave comes on live as ham WA4SZE, to 
“tap dance’* until top of hour next program, which will last 3 [sic] 
hours, providing a lot more info about of all this, as I noted: 


Says this is the official first broadcast to ME/Af/Eu, Saturdays and 
Sundays at this time, planning to expand. (He never refers to last 
week's 9370 -1901* broadcast, which only I heard?? But he has taken my 
published advice to go up to 15 MHz band). Acknowledges reception 
reports already today (so did it start at 1500 or 1600?), from Rafael 
in Colombia; someone who says it’s *‘like FM quality’’, two e-mails in 
from South Africa, ‘‘blasting crystal clear’*. Says first time on 
15240. Refers to website http://www.wwrb.org which is a work in 
progress being updated, so keep checking it (at 1930 it still shows 
9370 instead of 15240). And tells about the two services, Global 1 and 
Global 2; plus also a Global 3 with Brother Stair, but it’s on 
internet only (as if he needed that). 


Goes on to tell us about facilities. His airport KO (?) number is 
K43TN. Has two aircraft and one helicopter, and some other companies 
also use the field. Main business is powerline and pipeline control, 
for TVA etc. Has complete ILS so is all-weather capable, landing in 
fog, etc. 


WWRB has been on air every day [sic] for almost 20 years. This 
transmitter is a Harris SW-100F, but unique as it’s been heavily 
modified, originally with 4 power tubes, now only one, the rest 
replaced with solid state, increasing efficiency to 85% and power 
capability to 115 kW (or even 150 but that would be pushing it). 
Removed a lot of moving parts. Now water/vapor cooled. 


Re-touts 200-foot-high radio towers supporting rhombix, 4 each times 5 
arrays for a total of 20 on site, requiring a lot of maintenance. 
Explains how this is so much better than other US SW stations with 
rhombix suspended on mere telephone poles only 60-70 feet high, and 
sagging. His wires sag no lower than 185 feet AGL, which is about 4 
wavelengths: producing a better Brewster angle, as otherwise half the 
radiated power is lost heating up the ground below, and results in 
outgoing signal being out of phase. Has tweaked his for max efficiency 
up to 98%. Re-explains again how he flies around site to measure SW 
radiation patterns. 


Says clients deal directly with him eliminating middlemen brokers who 
take 20, 40 even 60% commission, with the difference passed on to 
customers, Saving 50-70%. See website for details of prices. 


Dave has been an SWL since 1967. SW back then was full of stations, 
really fascinating for a kid in Livonia, MI, whose family never went 
anywhere. There was so much RF that you could hear VOA or other 
stations by picking up the phone, dialing 1 for silence, and extending 
the coiled cord. If you want SW to survive, support stations now! 


Says program at top of hour will switch language to Afrikaans? Not 
sure. (NO! read on). Never mentions source, or name of that program. 
Report from Israel saying WWRB signal “*sounds like FM’*. At 1652 
explains that he plays the Radio RSA interval signal in tribute to one 
of his favorite stations as a kid (not for political reasons). Offers 
immediate E-QSLs to reports submitted by Contact page on website. 


Asserts the frequency is 15.24 Megacycles, sounds so much better than 
MegaHertz (ignoring that there is no such thing as a Megacycle without 
a per-unit-time, i.e. /second, altho I prefer Megacycles/hour = 
MegaHausers) . 


1655 replays the canned WWRB promo by YL, wife? 1656 does play the 
Radio RSA IS. By now his signal has improved considerably to rival 
WWCR. 1700 accompanied by African music, ID and *’commencing service 
to Africa’*’ (this week he doesn’t call it *‘Radio Africa’*, a name 
already in overuse). 


1701.5, starts the African show, with instrumental hymn; could well be 
a national anthem? Maybe Uganda's as it’s the same program we heard 
last Sat & Sun on 9370, followed by 5 minutes of singing mentioning 
Uganda, all in presumed Luganda language. Finally announces opening at 
1706.5, as Radio Manasi (??? Like last week, something like that but 
quite uncertain of spelling). 1727 recheck still talking. 


1736, I try it on UTwente instead, but it’s hard to tune with long 
lags in stepping up and down 2.5 kHz. Computer is too loaded. There is 
a signal on 15240, but no good with lots of slop from 15245. Tuning 
there, it’s Voice of Korear, in Korearan, mixing with something 
African about equal. Neither in HFCC, but Aoki shows VOK 15245 during 
long hours and in addition, this:

And this is Day 7 = Saturday, so continuous from 17 to 19, too bad for 
WWRB but only the first hour on Sundays, yet still VOK ACI, no doubt. 


At 1815 on my own PL-880 on the porch, WWRB is readable, with no ACI 
from weaker signals on 15235, 15245, while it’s still heavy at Twente. 


Kai Ludwig in Germany observes, ‘Still on after 1800? At least 
there's something on 15240, just barely audible in the sideband slope 
of North Korea on 15245. The situation can only be even worse in the 
Middle East if that is indeed the target area. However, I think I 
heard the word "Africa"... °° 


Wolfgang B,schel, Germany, adds: **WWRB now on exact 15239.976 kHz. 
Yes, W African music heard in progress at 1845 UT on May 21, S=9 or - 
68dBm in MA-NJ-USA area, only S=4 or -98dBm in western Europe, nil in 
Calabria Italy and Greece. But latter SDR rx signal suffered heavily 
of adjacent 15245 kHz, due of Issoudun POWERHOUSE of S=9+50dB signal,

Signal improved to S9 by 1616, but certainly not big. Comparing: 15825

DXmap but on 28 MHz, Es opening from AZ to OK and TX is shown, MUF 32. 


Unknown yet what would ensue at 1630, or 1700 but presumably the 
Ugandan clandestine until 1900, whatever it is.

Nothing to account for it in lists, altho Scandinavian 
Weekend Radio, Finland, supposedly stops at 0500 on first Saturdays 
and special occasions only {Could be RNZI testing? Way early, before 
regular *1259 UT, but it’s 1701 NZST, so possible? (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 6946.6, May 20 at 0152, S9+10 open carrier/dead air, as 
the occasional RTTY sender is quiet as usual. Thorsten Hallmann, 
Germany, tells me May 19, *‘Good morning Glenn, your unID carrier on 
6946.5 is there again. Strong in Europe at 0700. 73 thorsten’* (Glenn

Q600 on 13725, where I hear a liner similar to what was on 9585 before

Only western Cuba is within single-hop range of ~2 megameters. Beyond 
that could be Dominican Republic, Colombia, Venezuela, or maybe 
somewhere in Central America, but the map at the moment does not show 


any openings that further. I devoutly hope for some such double-hop 
this summer Es season, now that there's no single-hop from Mexico in 
the way. 


To that end, I have repositioned my C-490 antenna toward approx. 140 
degrees, rather than 170 degrees which was a compromise between 
Oklahoma City and central Mexico; but it’s only 21 feet (6.4 meters) 
above ground level, which is way below the trees to the east and south

SANSONIC FT-300A INITIAL IMPRESSIONS [DTV converter] 


The converter box was ordered a week ago Friday from an Amazon dealer 
for $45.38 including shipping and arrived a few days later while I was 
away. 


It's brand new. The batteries and everything were in unopened 
cellophane. I had previously read the manual online and quickly 
skimmed in again before putting the batteries in the Remote 
Controller, attaching the 5V wall wart power supply to the converter 
box and replacing the In Insignia tuner with the Sansonic. 


The Sonic tuner is very small, about half the size and weight of the 
Insignia and has the exact same interface: female RF input and output 
jacks plus the Yellow, Red, and White RCA output connectors. The 
Remote Controller is also very small, about half the size as the 
Insignia Remote. 


It has two functions (buttons) which are more convenient than the 
Insignia remote. CH SCAN and ANT LEVEL so it is not necessary to go to 
the menu and navigate in order to do a scan. 


More important for us DXers, the ANT LEVEL button takes you to the RF 
channels for manual tuning through the channels, much more convenient 
than my Insignia which again requires going to the menu. The ANT LEVEL 
gives a large, bright on-screen graph of signal strength and signal 
quality which extends almost the width of your monitor, much more 


readable than the Insignia signal strength graph. The RF channel 
number and frequency in MHz is also included. 


The signal strength graph gives a percentage from 0% to 100% and seems 
very sensitive to the fading ups and downs of stations. Somewhere 
between 30% and 40% a poor, pixelated picture appears and the tuner 
indicates the call letters by pressing the controller INFO button. I 
wish the call letters would be part of the ANT LEVEL chart, which 
would be more convenient. The good news is that the converter will 
hold the call letters, accessed by the INFO button even after a 
station has faded in and then faded out completely until, I suppose, 
another station fades in. 


The main criticism in the Sansonic reviews seemed to be quality 
control and the weakness of the remote controller. I can use the 
remote controller from my desk 12 feet away from the converter box so 
mine is not weak. 


I did a scan and the Sansonic found the channels I thought it would, 
but I have not compared the Insignia and Sansonic scans. However, I 
did want to check out its sensitivity which I did in a very crude way. 
I did this only on VHF where I use the Insignia with a large 
Antennacraft antenna mounted on the chimney. 


Channels 8 and 10 from Columbia, SC, 100 miles away are moderate 
strength and good signal quality almost 24-7 on the Insignia. I found 
the same on the Sansonic, (45- 50 signal strength for ch 8 and 55- 60 
for channel 10). 


Channel 12 Augusta, 112 miles, is weak during the day and seldom 
watchable on the Insignia. The ch 12 signal strength on the Sansonic 
is fading between 20 (the green bar signal indicator only registers at 
a signal strength of 20 or higher) and 30 with no picture or call 
letters, but several times in an hour the signal faded up above 30, a 
pixelated picture and call letters was captured. Right now as I'm 
writing this at 2 PM, channel 12 faded in with a signal level of 38. 


I want to go back to the insignia and see if I can get call letters 
with it on ch 12 several times in the next hour as I have on the 
Sansonic. 


I think the Sansonic will work well for capturing brief E skip on the 
lower band channels, but that remains to be seen. I don't think it has 
analogue pass-though, but neither does my Insignia. 


So there you have my first impressions and first hour spent with the 
Sansonic. I am most interested in hearing about others experiences. 
Question. With two tuners and a signal monitor how would you set up an

Great review, Doug. It sounds like a possibility for DX. I have both a 
DTT900 and a 901, the only difference is supposedly the analog pass 
through on the 901. I did an A-B test with a good splitter and equal 
length cables to the tuners. Interestingly, the 901 was able to decode 
a weak daytime station while the 900 could not. I use quick connectors 
and switched them back and forth several times with the same result. I 
suppose each unit is different even if the same circuits. Some of my 
HDHR-US tuners are different, some getting more DX than others ona 
regular basis (Mike Glass, Lebanon, IN, ibid.)

Glad the west beverage was working that morning. Some of the other 
antennas have changed. The 4-30 log has a bad balun so hope to repair 
that soon. I just picked up a balun for it at Dayton this past 
weekend. The DKaz loop is being changed to another location so it was 
replaced by an European beverage. That beverage was shortened to maybe 
1000 feet since the grass mowing season has arrived. The Perseus on 
port 8023 has the ATT choices rewired to switch antennas instead of 
the 10,20 and 30db att steps. It's mentioned in the descriptor on the 
map that mentions "use ATT to select antennas". 


Unfortunately there's not enough room to label what the antennas 
actually are. The Perseus compensates for the ATT value so the S meter 
readings are inflated by 10,20 or 30 db when using it in this fashion. 
The antenna choices can vary, but currently they are: 

@ or Off = Wellbrook loop beverage 

20 db = 1000' western b#1, 80m of wire hung in a diamond loop with 
apex around 115 feet 

10 db = 1000' south east beverage 
30 db = 1000' north east beverage 


The other Perseus rx's are not modified for antenna switching and use 
the Wellbrook loop. 


For those without the ability to use the Perseus remotely, I have two 
other receivers that can be accessed - one is the SDR-IQ on the SDR 
Anywhere server and just recently I have used the software at 
Remotehams.com to put my ICOM R8500 on line. Both use the same

Your smartphone may include an FM radio chip but, chances are, it 
doesn't work. 


Now, an online campaign has launched in Canada, putting pressure on 
telecoms and manufacturers to turn on the radio hidden in many 
cellphones. Titled, "free radio on my phone," the campaign says that 
most Android smartphones have a built-in FM receiver which doesn't 
require data or Wi-Fi to operate. 


The U.S. arm of the campaign believes iPhones also have a built-in 
radio chip but that it can't be activated. Apple wouldn't confixrm this 
detail. The radio chip in many Android phones also lies dormant. But 
the campaign says it can easily be activated -- if telecom providers 
ask the manufacturers to do it. In Canada, however, most of the 
telecoms haven't made the move to get the radio turned on. They'd 
prefer that you stream your audio, depleting your phone's costly data 
plan, claims campaign organizer, Barry Rooke.

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Highlights of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 16 - 22 May 2016 


Solar activity was low with only B-class and C-class flare activity 
observed. Regions 2544 (N20, L=295, class/area=Dai/160 on 16 May) 
and 2546 (S07, L=223, class/area=Cho/550 on 21 May) produced three 
low-level C-class flares between them, with the largest being a C1.8 
at 16/1525 UTC from Region 2544. No Earth-directed coronal mass 


ejections (CME) were observed during the reporting period. 


No proton events were observed at geosynchronous orbit. However, 
there was a slight enhancement on 16 May from a long duration C3 
flare that occured previous to the reporting period. The greater 
than 10 MeV proton flux reached a maximum of 1 pfu at 16/0030 UTC. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit reached 
high levels on 16, 17, and 19 May and moderate levels on 18, 20-22 
May. 


Geomagnetic field activity was mostly at quiet to unsettled levels 
from 16-20 May with an isolated period of active conditions on 17 
May in response to a positive polarity coronal hole high speed 
stream (CH HSS). G1 (Minor) geomagnetic storm levels were observed 
during the 0600-0900 UTC synoptic period on 21 May due to influences 
from another positive polarity CH HSS. 


FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 23 MAY - 18 JUNE 2016 


Solar activity is expected to be very low (B-class flares) to low 
(C-class flares) levels throughout the outlook period. 


No proton events are expected at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is 
expected to reach high levels on 28-29 May, 01 Jun, 03-09 Jun, 12-13 
Jun, and 18 Jun. Moderate flux levels are expected for the remainder 
of the outlook period.
